1. (Cunently amended) A novelty confectionary device comprising in 
combination: 

- a hollow casing having an upper end and a lower end; 

- an opening in the upper end; 

- th e opening in th e upp e r e nd hav i ng a pre s ele ct e d s i z e and 
configurat i on ; 

- an opening in the lower end; 

th e op e n i ng i n th e low e r e nd having a pr e d e temi i n e d si z e and 

configuration; 

th e pr e s e loctod oizo and conf i guration fitting into, and passing 

through th e op e n i ng of th e pr e d e t e rm i n e d s iz e a nd conf i guration; 

th e cas i ng hav i ng an op e ning of the pro d e tonminod size and 

conf i gurat i on ext e nding from th e op e ning i n th e low e r e nd to th e 
opening in tho upp e r end; 

- a plurality of i ndividua l ly consumabl e separable candy modules 
earned staclced in the casing; 
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- each of the candy modules including a bas e, that is not 
consumable : 

- the base having an outer periphery gonora l ly f i tting into, and 
passing through the opening of tho pro detemi i n e d s i z e a nd 
configuration of the lower end, and into the hollow casing; 

- the base being of a fix e d ov e rall c i ze and configuration not fitting 
entirely into a standard choke gauge; 

- the base having an upper section and a lower section; 

- each of the candy modules including an entirely consumable 
candy piece mounted on the upper section of a respective base;

- the candy piece having an outer periphery g e nera l ly f i tting into, 
and passing through the opening in the lower end, the hollow 
casing and the opening of th e pro ce l ected siz e and configuration 
ef inthe upper end 

2. (Canceled) The novelty confectionary device of Claim 1 in which the 
upper section of the base includes an anchoring component for the 
candy piece. 

3. (Canceled) The novelty confectionary device of Claim 2 in which the 
anchoring component is integrally formed as part of the base. 
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4. (Currently amended) The novelty confectionary device of Claim 2 1 in 
which the anchoring compon e nt compris e s base includes a post for 
anchoring the consumable candy piece on the base of the module . 

5. (Original) The novelty confectionary device of Claim 4 in which the 
post is elongated along an axis and has at feast one transverse, 
extemal, enlarged projection. 

6. (Original) The novelty confectionary device of Claim 4 in which the 
post is elongated along an axis and has at least one axially 
extending, extemal rib along at part of the elongated post. 

7. (Original) The novelty confectionary device of Claim 1 including a 
removable cap that fits over the upper end of the casing and covers 
any exposed portion of a candy piece. 

8. (Original) The novelty confectionary device of Claim 7 in which the 
casing and the cap are configured for the cap to be frictionally 
engaged about the upper end of the casing. 

9. (Original) The novelty confectionary device of Claim 7 in which the 
cap is made of a translucent or transparent plastic. 

10. (Original) The novelty confectionary device of Claim 1 in which the 
casing is made of a translucent or transparent plastic. 

11. (Original) The novelty confectionary device of Claim 1 in which the 
upper section of the base tapers upwardly to a smaller size. 
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12. (Currently amended) The novelty confectionary device of Claim 1 in 
which: 

- the lower section of the base has a bottom; 

- the base has a cavity that extends upwardly from the bottom of the 
lower section of the base i nto tho baso ; and 

- at least a portion of the candy piece of another candy module is 
nestable in the cavity. 

13. (Original) The novelty confectionary device of Claim 12 in which 
candy modules are nestable, and frictionally engage each other, to 
fonn a connected stack of candy modules. 

14. (Original) The novelty confectionary device of Claim 1 in which the 
casing has a length, and has at least one rib extending into the 
opening of the casing along at some of the length of casing. 

15. (Currently amended) The novelty confectionary device of Claim 1 in 
which the pr e selectod configurat i on and th e pr e d e t e nm i n e d 
configuration the opening in the lower end and the ooenina in the 
upper end are circular. 

16. (Currently amended) The novelty confectionary device of Claim 1 in 
which the pre s e l e ct e d size of the opening in the lower end and the 
size of the opening in the upper end and configuration are the same 
a s the pr e d e t e mn i n e d s i ze and configuration . 

1 7. (New) A novelty confectionary device comprising in combination: 
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- a hollow casing having an upper end and a lower end; 

- an opening In the upper end; 

- an opening In the lower end; 

- a plurality of separable candy modules carried stacked In the 
casing; 

- each of the candy modules including a base, that Is not 
consumable; 

- the base having an outer periphery passing through the opening 
of the lower end, and Into the hollow casing; 

- each of the candy modules Including an entirely consumable 
candy piece mounted on the upper section of a respective base; 

- the candy piece having an outer periphery passing through the 
opening in the lower end, the hollow casing and the opening in 
the upper end; and 

- the base of the module of the consumed candy piece passing 
through the opening In the lower end and Into the casing at the 
bottom of the stack of the remaining candy modules for exposing 
the uppermost consumable candy piece through the opening In 
the upper end for consumption. 

18. (New) The novelty confectionary devrce of Claim 17 Including a post 
extending upwardly firom the base for anchoring the candy piece on 
the base of the module. 
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1 9. (New) The novelty confectionary device of Claim 1 8 in which the post 
Is elongated along an axis and has at feast one transverse, external, 
enlarged projection. 

20. (New) The novelty confectionary device of Claim 18 in which the post 
is elongated along an axis and has at least one axially extending, 
external rib along at part of the elongated post. 

21. (New) The novelty confectionary device of Claim 17 in which candy 
modules are nestable, and frictionally engage each other, to form a 
connected stack of candy rnodules. 

22. (New) The novelty confectionary device of Claim 17 in which the 
casing has a length, and has at least one rib extending into the 
opening of the casing along at some of the length of casing. 
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
